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In 1948 and 1946 a3. key personnel and department heady of the Chinese Changchun 
(Chung Chang) Railway in Mukden were Soviet citizens. Theee Sovict aaployecs 

of tho railway remained until 1 December 1946, when they left Mukden for the US33 
after the Chirase National Goverrment had put considerable prezsure on thoa and 
had appointed Chinese to theix positions. Before he laft Aukxden in this grour, 
Railway-Colonel Potkameni, Director (Third Rank) of the Shenyang “istrict Depars~ 
ment of the Chinose Charrchun Railway, addressed the foviet employees rho tere to 
remain. FPotkcaneni seid that official Soviet representation on the railway was 
ceasing because the Nationel Goverment of Chinn hed violated the terns of the 
Sino-Soviet Troaty of 1945 (concerning the railway) and had appointed Chinove to 
all positions of authority and cortzrol in the company. He further atated that se 
Soviet authorities in the company hed recaived no coo} sration, merely antagenian, 
fron the Chincse. He added that the Sovlet emplogees who remained need no’ be 
concerned for thair future as the ccupany would eventually return to Soviet contre: 


the omployees waild be civen good positione. 
Note: The Chinegze Changchun Railway Acrecaent, signed 1) August 1945, 
prov or o joint control oy China and the USSR fox a period of thirty yoars. 


Article VIIT reads, in part, TIf the Chief of o department is a rational of Chia, 
the Assistant Chief shall be a national of the Sovict Union, and vico versa".) 


The Soviet personnel listed balow erc subordinete to th: Chineus "gpposi.b2 meuubsr", 
In addition te thcsa there are about 120 sen-Chinese eaployeos of the railway in 
Mukden, most cf them Soviet citizers. They aro considared to be locally-hired 
employees of the Chinese admi.nistretion and not members of any officiel Soviet 
representation, as the Soviet imbassy in Nanking announced in 1°47 that on the 
yailway there were no Sovie’ citizens enpleyed by Scviet arthorities as cutlined 
$n the Treaty.

Working conditions for Soviet employous are good and treatment of them by the Chinese 
is described as feir. Tho rarking day begins st 8 a.m. and ends at 3:50 pom. with 
no break; the working woek is six full days. Most of the eaployees in tha offices 
merely yt in time. Employees at the station sign in and then leave for the day 
after half aa hour or so. All angineers and technicians generally work tho full 
day. Some of the employees are ongincors and technicians who vere hired by the 
Harbin Distrlot office to mork in the Faghun industries. They wero released from 
their jobs 13 Fushur on 10 April. 1946 but cannot be discharged by the Mukden office 
as they were hired in Harbin. As they have no real jobs in tho lukden office, thay 
are paid a token wage of NAC $250,000 monthly and are allowed to hold other jobs. 
These employxes, unlike most of the Mukden Soviet employees, wear the official. 
raliwey uniform and hold railway rank. 


Wages paid by the railue> aro well over the usual Lukden standard. Assistant depart 
ment heads and assistant chicf onginoers receive NEC $2,200,000 to NEC $1, 500, C00 
nonthiy. Interpreters, clerks and technicians receive from NEC S800, ae) 

NEC $1,100,000 monthly. The telephone operators, semd—skilled laborers and ordinary 
laborers recaive from NEC $560,000 to HEC $800,000 monthiy.

At one timo during 1947 a ropresentation from the Soviet employees went to Almasov, - 
Read of Hukden Torgpredstvo and leader af the Nukden Soviet comunity, to complain 
of discrimination and mistrectment by the Chincsc autheritics of the railway. 
Almazov replied that he could do nothing for then as they were considarod to be 
localiy-hiread by the Chinese and not port of an offinial representation. He then ° 
quoted the oficial stand thnt had been taken by the Soviet Eabasay. 


“:1¢4s an wiofficiel union of Soviet azployess of tho railway. The head of the 
union is Rouryantsov. His assistant, Vansovich, appears to de more Closely 
associoted tr.th Aln.sov than any of the other anployees of the railway and it is 
believed that: he reports to Almezov on the activities of the ather emloyees and 
their relations with the Chinese authorities of the railmay. On 15 Decenbor 3$1,7, 
Rounyantweov and Vansovich asked pcrnission of Almazov to form an active union of 
Soviet employoes of the railvay. Alwasov would not approve this. 


On or about 16 Fobruary 1948, Chinese officials of the company announced that they 
had received word from Nanking th:t all enployees of the railyay in Hukden were to 
be given an opportunity to resign temporarily and vould receive three monthst 
wages. The company would also assist those desiring to leave Mukden to secure air 
passage out co that thoy might obtain other jobs in North China. It was announced 
that. those who desired to remain cowld do go but that the company vould be unable 

%o guarantee paymont of salaries efter March 1948. It was explained that this was 
necessary because of the losses of the company and the almost complete nen-operaticn 
of railway service. . 
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9. On 16 Foorucry 1948, Koumyantsov, a3 senior Sovict enployes, called together 
& member of the Sovict amployceas and advisod tham not to resign and not to 
take advantzge of tho company's offer. He described as "cheap elements" the 
six or saven vho had recently resiczned. He want on %o say that even with the 
G3fficul: cimes it was thor duty to stay and thet there vould be a bright 
future for those who did. He said that ho could not order then to stay but 
that as good Sovist citizens thay should do go.
